WASHINGTON, Aug. HO.— The au- 


nouncemeut that Mr. Hoar would ad- 
dress the senate in opposition to Mr. 
Quay's resolution fixing the time for 
voting on the tariff bill and shelving the 
federal electioa bill, brought quite a 
crowd of spectators in the galleries and 
nearly every senator in his seat when 
the session opened this morning. 
Mr. 


Hoar demanded the yeas and nays on 
agreeing to the resolution and then 
offered the two amendments of which he 
had given nofcioo yesterday— one to iu- 
olude the federal election bill in the 
order of business and the other in the 
nature of a substitute, to provide for de- 
manding the previous question. 
Mr. 


Hoar then began his speech in advo- 
cacy of his amendment. * 


At the close of Mr. Hoar's speech, Mr. 


Spooner moved the reference of this res- 
olution to the committee on rules so as 
to shut off the debate on the tariff bill. 
Mr, Edmunds opposed this proposition. 
At 12 o'clock the tariff bill came np as 
unfinished business, and Mr. Aldrich 
refused to allow it to be laid aside, so 
the Quay resolution went over. 


The house met at 11 o'clock, but 


owing to the slim attendance, nothing 
could be done until noon, when a 
quorum appeared. 
The journal .was 


read and approved. The house then 
resumed in the morning hour, consider- 
ation of the alien land bill.

BOSTON, Aug. 20.—Later advices from 


Quinoy, whore the railroad accident oc- 
curred yesterday (the meagre details of 
this accident wero given in our tele- 
graph columns yesterday.—Ed. Senti- 
nel) state that there were thirteen killed 
outright and two have since died in tho 
hospital. The wounded are now placed 
at over thirty. Tho accident was caus- 
ed by the engine striking a jack whioh 
the workmen had left after repairing the 
track. The new rails used in repairing 
the track are broken and twisted like a 
letter S and the new sleepers are bent 
nearly a foot. 


BOSTON, Aug. 20.—Two other victims 


of tho Quincy disaster yesterday are 
added to the list of dead this morning. 
They are Miss Ella Bard, aged twenty- 
three, who died at the Quiiicy hospital, 
and Mrs. Abbie Abbott, of Louisville, 
Kentucky. 


The saddest story is told by Judge I. 


W. Edwards, of Louisville, Ky. He 
was one of a party of nine ladies aud 
gentlemen and cliildren from Louis- 
ville who were north 
enjoying a 


vacation. 
Of the 
party two 
are 


dead, a third is dying and every mem- 
ber of it was more or less injured. There 
were in the party besides Judge Ed- 
wards, Capt. W. E. Abbott and wife, 
Mrs, Oscar Fently, Mrs. Mary Fontly 
and her three little girls, and Miss Susie 
Fently, all of Louisville, 
They had in - 


tended spending a few days in Boston 
before going to Saratoga, Mrs, Fently 
and her children were to meet Mr. Fent- 
ly, the husband, who is a Louisville 
banker. The latter w\s coming north 
to attend tho bankers' convention in 
New York.

Judge Edwards is in bad condition 


himself. His hands are badly cut and 
burned. As he stood on tho steps of 
the hospital talking to a few friends the 
blood trickled down from his hands to 
the steps. He said that after his escape 
from the coach, through a window, he 
assisted his companions as much as pos 
sible, until almost fainting from loss of 
blood, Judge Edwards clothing from 
head to foot was covered with blood. 
The dead members of the judge's party 
were Mrs. Oscar Fently, the mother of 
Mrs. W. E. Bott, and Elei Fontry, foui 
years old.

"Wo have not made an investigation yet 
but from what wo can learn, it oppears 
that the section men who wero at work 
on tho track, had what wo call a 'track 
jack' on the road and from all wo can 
learn they had it in when tho train ily 
ing around tho curve.

Texas Farmers' Alliance.

WlLKESBARKE, Ps., 
Allg. 20.—At 6 


o'clock yesterday nfteruoou a terrible 
cyclone struck this city. Hundreds of 
houses were unroofed aud partially 
blown ovei cr completely demolished, 
and at least ten persons weio killed. 


This morning the city presents a 


scene of awful devastation. 
After the 


cyclone had spent ifs fury last evening 
darkness fell so quickly upon the valley 
and tho excitement everywhere was so 
intense, that it was impossible to gather 
much intelligence ns to tho extent of tho 
damage to property and loss of life. 
Now, however, tho severity of tho cy- 
clone is more nud more demonstrated, 
and it is remarkable that so compara- 
tively'few lives wero lost. 
Immense 


buildings, in which wero many people, 
wero unroofed and in many coses almost 
instantly demolished, and this at a time 
when Wilkesbarre's streets are most 
crowded. It is indeed singular how so 
many people escaped the Hying timber 
and debris of every character. 


Around tho depots, tho most fre- 


quented part of the city, tho worst 
scenes are presented, and when it is 
remembered that passenger and freight 
cars wero lauded from the tracks upon 
which they stood and laid on theii 
sides, while other ours were rushed 
along tho track by the great force of the 
cyclone, a email conception of its terri- 
fic velocity may be obtained. So sud- 
den did the storm make its appearance 
aud with it such porteutioiis skies that 
the stoutest hearts were at once appalled, 
especially so, when at a high altitude, 
were seen tit, roofs, timbers and all soite. 


Eev. Father McAndrews, of St. Mary's 


church, was an eye-witness- of tho fear- 
ful effscte of tho destroying force and 
tolls a thrilling story of its appalling 
force. He says the city was as dark as 
midnight. Tho people were horror 
stricken and screamed aloud in terror 
as they ran in search of shelter. Many 
fell on their faces and prayed for mercy. 
The fearful lightning revealed many a 
panic-stricken group as it penetrated 
the gloom and it alro showed tho terri- 
ble wreck of matter that was whirled 
along in the awful rush of tho headlong 
storm. 


Many marvelous escapes from death 


are related. The furious blast which 
tore the roof from tho convent left tho 
inmates uninjured. When the steeple 
of St. Mary's chuieli was hurled down 
upon the roof it seemed as if tho people 
within were doomed, but they passed 
through the ordeal unscathed, and sim- 
ilar narrow escapes ore icported from 
various parts of the city. 


All the afternoon light showers had 


been falling and the sky looked threat- 
ening. About a quarter after five, tho 
stillness became oppressive. Suddenly 
a cloud about twenty feet in diameter, 
was seen approaching from tho west. 
This struck tho outlying districts with 
a roar as of thunder and with terrifl'c 
flashes of lightning as it sped through 
the town. The houses and trees in its 
path were levelled as by hand. The air 
was so thick for a time with dust.brioks, 
timber and roof tiles, that it was im- 
possible to see. People standing in tho 
street were dashed to tho pavement cr 
whirled against buildings. For a dis- 
tance of three blocks on South Main 
street, 'almost every house sustained 
some damage. Numbers wore levelled 
completely 
anil tho 
others badly 


wrecked. Tho cyclone spent its force on 
a settlement known "Five Points" in 
the eastern portion of tho city, aud here 
tho greatest loss of life is reported. 


In answer to a proclamation by the 


mayor, tho Ninth regiment is on duty 
and is assisting tho police in maintain- 
ing order. The reconstruction of in- 
jured property has already beeu begun 
and men are at work clearing tho sheets 
of fallen trees, telegraph polos and 
other wreckage. As near ns can bo esti- 
mated now there aio 100 houses de- 
molished and partly destroyed, entail- 
ing a loss of nearly, if not quite, a 
million of dollais.

Immense 


buildings, iu which were many people, 
wero unroofed and in many oases almost 
nfitaotly demolished, and this at a time 
when Wilkeebarre's stroeta aro most 
crowded. It is iudeed singular how so 
many people escaped tho Hying timber 
and debris of every character. 


Around tho depots, the most fro- 


qnentod part of tho city, the worst 
scenes are presented, and when it ia 
remembered that passenger and fn-ight 
cars were landed from tho tracks upon 
whioli they stood and laid on their 
sides, while other wire wero rushed 
along tho track by the great force of Iho 
cyclone, a email conception of its turri- 
tlo velocity may bo obtained. Bo sud- 
den did tho storm make its appearance 
aud with it such portcutiotifl skies that 
the stoutest hearts wero at onoo appalled' 
especially so, when nt a high altitude, 
were seen titi roofs, timbers aud all sort*. 


Bev. Father MoAudrews, of St. Mary'* 


church, was an oyo-witncxH of the fear- 
ful efftwtE of tlio destroying force and 
tells a thrilling story of its appalling 
force. He says the city was as dark as 
midnight, Tho people were horror 
stricken and screamed aloud <u terror 
as ti*»y ran in search of suelter. Many 
fell on their faces acd prayed for moroy. 
The fearful lightning lovcolcd many a 
panic stricken group as it penetrated 
the gloom and it alro showed tho terri- 
ble wreck of matter that wan whirled 
along in the awful rush of tho headlong 
storm. 


Many marvelous escaped from death 


are related. Tho furious blast which 
tore the roof from tho convent loft thu 
inmates uninjured.
